Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time 
the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

The invention may be disclosed to use a wind turbine, but delivering the 
power of the turbine to the ac generator and providing the power to the motor may 
not function since there must be a conversion of power from ac to dc in order for 
the motor to function. Also, the specifications are not clear as to how the vehicle 
may be started initially. 
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3. Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional 
or operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be 
clearly and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in 
such a manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in 
one sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 



Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to because the invention may not be clearly 
shown. For example the motor, alternator and the tunnels are not clearly shown. 
A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless 

(c) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs ( 1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection 
Act of 1 999 (A1PA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent 
resulting directly or indirectly from an international application filed before 
November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) prior to the amendment by the A1PA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 
102(c)). 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hamrick 
(US Patent No. 6,373,145). 

Hamrick discloses a vehicle that has wind tunnels 41 and wind turbines 15 
(see figures 1, 2, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9A). Moreover, the power from the rotation of the 
turbines may be sent to charge batteries 50 or can be sent to a motor (column 4, 
lines 31-34).
